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A Proclamation for preuention of future abuſes in Purueyance. 


Voch is the zeale and inward affection which wee 
haue found in all ſoꝛts of our louing and lopall Subiects of this our King- 
dome, as we are content to acknowledge, that ( beſides the Chꝛiſtian care 
which all Kings are bound by the Law of God and nature to take onerall 

their People) our owne ſence and appꝛehenſion of their complaints, doeth 

dayly intreaſe with the feeling we haue of their honeſt merits. In which 

reſpect, hauing taken ſome moꝛe particular paines in the examination of di⸗ 


uers circumſtances, then is common to many Pzinces; wee did not onely 


commaund all our Officers to be very diligent to try out and puniſh the 
L — offences of Purueyo2s with all ſeueritie, but to fall into ſerious tonſidera⸗ 
tion, how all occaſion may be taken away hereafter, whereby thoſe inferiour Miniſters, which are 
ſed therein, may make themſelues (vnder colour of our Pꝛerogatiue Royali)the inſtruments ofcoz- 
ruption and rapine: A matter moſt odious to our owne nature, ho haue alwapes moze deſire to 
giue then to recetue from any our Subiects, except it be where neceſſitic infoꝛceth vs thereunto, euen 
to: the ſuppoꝛt and pꝛeſeruation of that ſtate and dignitie wherein Almighty God hath placed vs. 
Fo2 better aſſurance whereof, we haue thought it very conuentent at this time, to take ſome occaſion 
in this maner to expꝛeſſe the fruits of our care and conſideration concerning this particular point of 


Puruepantes. 


Irſt, when wee were infoꝛmed that ſome inferioꝛ miniſters had pꝛelumed to goe fo farre beyond 
T their Commiſſion, as they haue aduentured not onely to take Timber trees growing (which de⸗ 


ing parcel of our Subiects inheritante were neuer intended by vs to be taken ) without the good 
will and full tontentment of the Owners, but haue accuſtomed allo to take vp farre greater quanti⸗ 
ties of Pꝛouiſions foꝛ our Houle and Stable, then euer tame oꝛ were necdfull foꝛ our vſe (as moſt eſpe⸗ 
ctally in Wood, Coale, ay and Carriage vpon our Pꝛogreſſe iournepes oꝛ remoues:) Although we 
haue no cauſe to doubt, but that our Officers of our Greenecloth haue bene and will be euer moſt 
ready to ſearch out and puniſh all ſuch offences vpon iuſt complaints; Bet Wee did not leaue the pur- 
{uit x triall thereof to them onely, but did particularly direct our Attoꝛnep generall to infoꝛme againſt 
them on our behalfe in our Court of Starre-chamber, Where ſome of them vpon their Confeſſion, haue 
already recetued ( by cenſure of that Court) condigne puniſhment by Fine, Impꝛiſonment, p illoꝛie 
and looſing of their cares, And ſome others ſeeking to ſaue themſelues by denping that wherewith 
they were charged do ſtil remaine vnder examination to reteiue the like puniſhment, vpon due pꝛoofe 
thereot to be made againſt them. 2By which example wee perſwade our ſelues, that all honeſt men 
will reſt ſo well aſſured of our good intention to refozme abuſes (cuen to their greateſt ſatiſfaction 
when there is iuſt occaſion) as they Will carefully and willingly continue their obedience and confoz- 
mitie to thoſe tourſes foꝛ furniſhing ſuch pꝛouiſions as are neceſſary foꝛ vs which were taken by the 
conſent of moſt of the pꝛintipall Gentlemen, and good Patriots in ſeuerall Counties, And whereof a- 
boue ſixteene Shires haue had continuance by the ſpace of foꝛty peeres, Eſpecially conſidering how 
many good, and Wiſe Pzinces of this Realme,that haue gone befoꝛe vs, where ſuch agreements haue 
not bene made, haue held themſelues to their Right of Purueyance , which is one of the moſt ancient 
flowers of the Crowne in our P:ogenito2s,and muſt deſcend to our Poſteritie, whom God we hope) 
both hath, and will ſo farre enable with his bleſſings, and grates as they ſhall pꝛooue themſcluesno 
leſſe able, noꝛ woꝛthy then any others, to emoy and pzeſerne the right, ot a iuſt and lawful Monarchie. 
Wherein, becauſe ali wiſe men know ſufficiently, that whereſocuer there muſt bee a truſt in Uulgar 
perſons, it is not poſſible to keepe their actions from erroꝛs, t abules: Me haue thought it fit foꝛ a fur⸗ 
ther demõſtration of our great care to pꝛeuent the ſame, to publiſh that which followeth, as wel to ter⸗ 
rifie the euil, as to comfoꝛt the well affected, whole iuſt griefe ſhall euer lye as neere vs. as our owne. 


Beit therefoꝛe knowen hereby, that wee doe gine expꝛeſſe charge and tommandement, that none ot 
our Puruepoꝛs, noꝛ other of our Officers oz miniſters whatſoeuer, that noware, oꝛ hereatter ſhall 
be, oꝛ any ot them, oꝛ any of their Deputies oz Seruants, ſhall take foꝛ vs, oꝛ in our name, to oꝛ foꝛ any 
vſe whatſoeuer, any Timber trees of any our Subiects, growing in any place, oz places whatſoeuer, 
without the erpzeſſe conſent, and agreement of the owner thereunto had and obtained. Of which 
particular abuſes wee cannot conceale our miſlike, both in reſpect of the iniury done thereby to that 
laudable politie ofthe Realme foꝛ maintayning of Timber, and alſo in the particular feeling we haue 
in our owne affections how grieuous it is foꝛ any man to behold the fruits, honeſt pleaſures of his 
owne Labozs oz his Anteſtoꝛs, defaced e ſpoiled by the lewd e rauenous malice of bale companions, 
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'< Econdly,becaule we haue conſidered that our Dudiects may be ſometime duer burthened (again = 
the meaningofourpaincipal Officers )bythebureaſonabletaking of wpood,Coale, RD 
luch icke pꝛouiſions in time of pꝛogreſſe: e do expꝛeũ charge and commandall our Officers, mint- 


ſters, oꝛ any of their Deputtes x ſeruants to foꝛbeare to take either Mood, Coale, Map, oꝛ Oates inlar⸗ 


ger pꝛopoꝛtion, then ſhalbe found neceſſary to be expended ſoz the ſeruice ot our Houle and Stable. 


Ad further our plealurets that none ot᷑ our Purueioꝛs oꝛ takersof tariage, oꝛ carttakers — 

time being) noꝛ any of their deputies oꝛ ſeruants, noꝛ any other ol our Officers oz Miniſters what- 
euer, (hall vpd our iourneis, remoues, oꝛ pꝛogreſſe, take vp any tarts oꝛ tariages foz anyNobleman, 
Gentleman, Arttz an, oꝛ others whatſoeuer, not being our ſernants in oꝛdinarp, ⁊ nete ſlarily fo: that 
time to attend vs. Ju which poyut that it may the better appeare, how ſparingly it ſhal be bſed, wee 


Doe expꝛeſly command, that there bee no moꝛe cariages taken, then ſhall be particularly tompꝛiſed in 


aliſt, which ſhalbe made foꝛ that purpoſe, and ſigned with the hands of the pꝛintipall Officers of our 

Chamber,Houſholde,and Stable: And foꝛ the reſt, whatſoener they bee, either Noblemen, Gentle- 

men, Arttzans,o2 others that doe follow vs, our expꝛeſſe pleaſure and commandementis,That they 

from hentetoꝛth at all times hereafter pꝛouide their cariages(ſuch as they ſhall like to haue oꝛ ble) at 

their owne p2oper coltes and charges, and by their owne meanes, without vſinginany ſoꝛt either 

oor name 92 authoꝛitie, oz any of our Purueioꝛs, oꝛ any of their deputies oz ſeruants, foꝛ, oz about the 
me. 


A Nd wee do withall hereby ſignifie vnto all and enery our Purueioꝛs, their deputies and ſeruants, 
and all others that may reteiue any oꝛder from them touching puruepante of carriages, oz the 
making of any the pꝛouiſions afozeſaide foꝛ any our pꝛogreſſe, iourneis oz remoues, That it in an 
poynt therein they doe carry themſelues contrary to this our expꝛeſſe pꝛohibition in that behalke 
made, that foꝛ fuch their offences they ſhalbe pꝛoteeded againſt in the ſeuereſt maner, and receine ſuch 
exemplary puniſhment,as by our Lawes may be inflicted vpon them. 


A Nd we do ſtraightly charge our paincipall Officers of our Houſhotd and Stable, and other Offi 

cersof our Greenecloth, vpon due infozmation, and pꝛoofe made befoze them of any our Mini⸗ 
ſters offending in any the kindes befoze ſpecified, to deliuer the ſayd offenders into the hands ol ſome 
of the Juſtices of Peace of the ſayde Shire oz Countie, where the ſayd offence, oꝛ offences were 
committed, to the end they may pꝛoceede againſt them in as ſeuere maner as the Lawe and Ju- 
ſtice of our Realme requireth, oꝛ alloweth. And if any of the offences afozefaid ſhall ſeeme fitter to 
hee pzoceeded withall in the Court of Starre chamber, then in the Counties where the offences (hal 
be committed; Then wee doe ſtraightly charge andcommaundour Atturney generall foꝛ the time 
being, that if infoꝛmation be giuen vnto him by any our Yuſftices of Peace ofthe miſdemeanoz of a- 
ny perſon ſo deltuered, to ſee the ſayd offender pzolecuted, and duely puniſhed. Pꝛouided alwapes, 
that our meaning is not hereby to pꝛohibite any our Juſtites of Peate, vpon tuſt complaints of any 
of our loning Subiects, toexamine, to binde ouer tothe Seffions, oꝛ (if neede require it) to commit 
any ſuchoffenders in thelr ſeuerall Shires: And then, certifying the cauſe of ſuch tommitments to 
the Officers of our Greenecloth, to pzvceed(bpon good pzoofes) in further puniſhment ofthe faults, 
accozding to the Lawes of theRealme. - 


A Nd wee doe in like maner expꝛelly pꝛohibite and fozbid —— — the end of this Heſſion 

of Parliament, to make any puruepante without Conuniſlion foz euery ſeuerall Shire, contap⸗ 
ning the kindes, and quantities (ſo neere as may bee) which they are to puruey within ſuch a Shire, 
And that to the ſame Commiſſions blanke Scedules be annexed, which cannot be taken off, wherein 
they ſhall truely , in pꝛeſente of ſuch High Conſtable, oz Conſtables, pettie Conſtable, oz Conſtables, 
Headbozongh, oꝛ Headbozoughes, as ſhall(by pꝛetept to him oz them dirccted)be pꝛinie to the delme⸗ 
rie o any the pꝛouiſions in the ſaid Commiſſion ſpecified, enter their takings pꝛeſently, whereunto the 
ſaid Conſtable, xc. ſhall ſubſcribe their names oz ſigne Manuell. And that the owners oz ſellers, if 
they will, may pꝛeſently like wiſe ſubſcribe their names 02 marksto the ſame. And that when they 
haue fintfhed their takings in any ſuch Shire, That then they delinera Duplicate ofthe ſaid Scedule 


containingtheirtakings,and a true Copy of their pꝛopoꝛtions appointed, to one ot the next Juſtices of 


Peace,to the end it may appeare that their takings exceednot their Warrants. 


EUrthermoꝛe, where We haue benetnfozmed, that diuers complaints haue bene made ofſome hard 
courſe taken by dur Officers of our Greenecloth towards diuers of our louing Subiects,atſuch 
times as they haue infozmed againſt purueioꝛs and ſach like Officers vpon abuſes; Although Wee 
haue no doubt, that any ot our Officers will in any ſuch caſe ſo much foꝛget their reſpect to Juſtite o: 
Duet to Us (the pꝛintipall Officers being Counſellersof State, and the reſt Knights and Gentle⸗ 
menof good qualitie and diſcretion) vet to the intent our people may be ſatiſfied that doe haue no pur⸗ 
poſe to ſuffer any interruption ol Juſtite vnder pꝛetext of our authority Wee doe hereby detlare it. 
and ſo is our will and plealure, that incaſe any of dur louing ſubtects ſhalbe impꝛiſoned foz ſo doing, 
| thatthe Judges ot dur high Court at poeſtminſter call award a Habeas corpus foz their reliete, ac 
toꝛding to our Lawes. 
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1 A fo2 the better latilfattion of our people, of whole loyattie and tnwardafections we ſtand ſo 
much aſſured, as they will not repine at any pꝛouiſion deliuered by Uertue of dur Commiſſion ik it 
map appeare to tome to our ble, our wil and pleaſure theretoꝛe is, that our Pultices of Peace in euery 


ſeuerall Coumtie oꝛ Country where any pꝛouiſion ſhalbe taken by vertue of our Commiſſtons, hall at 


their quarter Seſſious take particular reckning of the high #pettie Conſtables of all warrants com⸗ 
ming vnto them from any miniſter of ours, together with what pꝛouiſions oz carriages they haue 
deliuered bnto them by vertue of our Commiſſion; the true and inft Certificate whereof they ſhall 
halte pearely at the leaſt, vnder the hands and Seales ofſcme of them certifie to our Treafurerand 
Comptrowler . oꝛ other our officers of Greenecloth, who pꝛeſently by the parcels and acconpts of 
our houſe (hall duely examine the recett from ſuch Puruetozs. And ifit be found by Certificate of the 


ſayd Juſtices oꝛ otherwiſe , that they haue taken moze then they haue dcltucred fo2 our bleoz ex 


. pence, vnleſſe it ſhall appeare to haue had inſt cauſe of niiſcarrytng by the Wap: then we require our 
officersof Houſhotd, vpon paine of our diſpicaſure, without delay to ſend the party ſo offending into 


the Countie where ſuchoffence oꝛ offences U{; ail be committed, there to recetue puniſl; ment of life and 


member, as the good and ancient lawes of our Realie haue foꝛmerly oꝛdeined and appointed. 


FP Urthermoꝛe, as we did in our returne out of wiltſhire , being our firſt pꝛogreſſe, vpon the examt- 

nation of ſome abuſes, dzaw downe the number of our carriages to ſuch a pꝛopoꝛtion as two full 
third parts was diminiſhed ofthe numbers befoze time vſcd : euen ſo at this time, becauſe we conceine 
that the matter of carriages is the greateſt grieuante, And that it is oftentimes no leſſe trouble to our 
people tocomeemptie with their carts to Court to take in carriages, thentocenuep them; Wee doe 
therefoꝛe hereby alſo tommaund all perſons vſcd in the ſeruite of Carttaking foꝛ our remones, to foꝛ⸗ 
beare to take either moze carriages then are of nete ſlitie to be vſed, oꝛ to warne oz charge tarts in any 
Citie, Towne, Burrow, oꝛ hundzed aboue fourteene mites ar any tune diſtant from the place where 
they are to reteiue their loding, vpon paine of looſing their Office and Seruite, and ſuch further pus 
niſhment as is to be inflicted vpon them foꝛ their tontempts. And we doe like wiſe require all high 
Conſtables, vpon receipt of any warrants from any our carttakers, their ſeruants oꝛ deputies foꝛ war- 
ning of Carts within their hundzeths, that they pꝛeſume not to Warne any but in ſuch part of the hun⸗ 
dꝛeth as (hall be within to mpaſſe of the fourtecnc miles aboue ſpecificd , vpon paine of the peralties 
befoꝛe expꝛeſſed; vnleſſe it ſhall appcare by the Judgement and oꝛder of the Juſtites of that County, 
oꝛ ſixe ot them at the leaſt, that it ſhall be moe foꝛ the eaſe of the tountre to mare the extent of the 
number of miles atoꝛeſapd. | 


| FQUrther, wee charge and tommaund the Puruetozsofour Woodpard and Stullarte, bpon taking 
of any pꝛopoꝛtion of Wood o2 Coale foꝛ our pꝛouiſion, not to medle oꝛ aſſume autho:ity vntothem- 
ſelues foꝛ warning any Carts fo: Carriage ot the fame, but by the direction of two at the leaſt of our 
Juſtices of Peate next adioyning of that County, where ſuch Wood, oz Coales ſhall be taken, to the 
end che ſame may be perfozmed with the greateſt eaſe toourlomng Subietts, vpon paine of looſin 
their office, and ſuch further puniſhment, as their contempt ſhall require : Not doubting, but thole 
Juſtices, Which are made pꝛiuy to their Commiſſion, wil vſe ſuch care, and expedition at all times, 
to: the furtherance of our ſeruite, and fo2 ihe good and quiet of their countrep, as we hall not bee foz- 
ted by their Remiſnes, to returne the wonted authoꝛitie into the hands ofthe Purueiozs, 


AN laſfly, as a further demonſtration of our in ward affection to our people, not wilhſtanding our 
; ancient Right and Pꝛerogatiue ofPurucianice ſo long continued, we haue cauſcd ſome of our pꝛiuy 

Council, (together with our chiefe Officers of the Greenecloth) to fall into pzeſent conſideration 
how to pꝛouide ( as ſoone as map be) ſome ſuch conucnient number of Carts, u holy to bee maintai⸗ 
ned vpon our owne charge, as may ſerue vs whenſocuer we (hall make any ſudden remoue, oꝛpꝛi⸗ 
uate iournepes foꝛ our exerciſe, and recreation, without being foꝛted to vie any Cem miſſion, oꝛto put 
the Countries to any charge foꝛ furniſhing vs vpon any ofthole bncertaine occaſions,
